When the Perſons, who by the Con- 
ſtitution are veſted with a Power of Enacting 
Laws, ſhall think fit to make ſuch a Law, 
as by the common Voice of the People, is 
or may be of Prejudice to Religion; tis no 
Breach of Charity to ſay, that ſuch Perſons 
have not a due Regard to the F undamentals 
or Eſſence of Religion. 

3. In Defence of Religion, the Pulpit is 
the proper Channel ; this wotthy Clergyman 
was Preaching on a Publick Occaſion before 
his Reverend and Learned Brethren, when 
the Subject Matter was the Cauſe of Chriſ- 
tianity ; and if He was actuated by Zeal on 
ſuch a Subject, I think that Zeal could not 
give Difzaſ: to his Reverend Brethren, nor 
Offence to a Chriſtian Audience.

And, to mention no 
more, when a perſon argues fiercely againſt 
what he hath not ſo much as read; and 
charges a Law of the Land with abſurd Con- 
ſequences ; which it has expreſly provided 
againſt: one's time muſt lie wretchedly in- 
deed upon one's hands, to waſte it in at- 
tempting to convince or filence ſuch arguers. 
Inſtances of all theſe 1 have met-with ;- but 
have not yet met-with one, of a ſober ſeri- 
ous and ſenſible attack. I cannot doubt, 
but ſolid Objections do lie againſt this or any 
other - naturalizing ſcheme ; whether conſi- 
dered in a political or a commercial light: 
the only Two, in which I conceive (tho I do 
not affirm it) they are to, be conſidered: but 
I-have not had the fortune to hear them; 
and if I had, I as little doubt; but they 
would admit of ſolid and atisfactory An- 
ſwers. Mean-time; I confeſs; I am heartily 
tired of hearing only. Clamor, without any 
Reaſon; - Chriſtianity ſtrenuouſly bawl'd-for 
and devoutly drunk-far ; with much vehe- 
ment Railing and unchriſtian Reviling of 
ſuch, as do not approve of this conduct: as 
though they were avow'd Enemies or ſecret 


Betrayers of our common Faith, 8

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and Encouragers of Judaiſm and Infidelity, 
proſtitute Slaves of a corrupt Miniſtry; and 
the like. This is, I o], a very ſhort and 
eaſy way of carrying any cauſe; but no 
very great recommendation of the cauſe, 
or the friends to it. Call any meaſure you 


diſlike, by the invidious Name of a Miniſterial 


Jobb; and you need ſay no more : nor will 
be expected or deſired to bring one ſingle 
Proof of your Aſſertion. Nay, you may 
uſe Reaſons and Arguments, if you will be ſo 


generous as to attempt proving your point; 
Which, as far as they can be faid to make- 


out any thing, make- out the clean xontrary 
to what you allege them for. Sou have I 
heard, on this Topie; that Jews will be 
enabled, hen naturalized, not only to buy 
Eſtates in Land; which is true: but to 
become Juſtices off Peace, and Members of 


Parliament; which is falſe: nay, that they 


will be more ſlaviſhly devoted to the 
Admin swyation, and more dependent upon 
it, after veſting their Wealth in Land than 
now, that they are obliged to lodge it in the 
Government-Funds: HHich is ſo pal pably 
and manifeſtly abſurd 9? "ONE 1 have bod 
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If we are Chtiſtians in Deed, as well as in 
Name; we cannot but ſeriouſly and heartily 
wiſh the Peace, Eaſe and Happineſs of A 
our Fellow- creatures: : and contribute all in 
our Power to it. We muſt particularly wiſh 
and labour to effect the Converſion to 
our Faith of All, who are unhappily pre- 
- Judiced-againſt it; and moſt eſpecially of the 
Jeu: and we mult know, or we have yer 
much to learn, that this can only be done 
by kind and gentle, by friendly and brotherly b 
Treatment; not by calling-down Fire from 
Heaven, or rather calling- up Fire from Hell, 
upon them: we muſt reverence and adore 
the Depth of divine Wiſdom, in the Diſpen- 
ſations of Providence ta Us and to Them; ; 
and fince we can. have no Doubt, but all the 
Propheſies concerning that People will have 
6 their Accompliſhment, in God's good Time ; 
as thoſe concerning their Diſperſion, &c. have 
been moſt evidently and remarkably com- 
pleted, for above 1700 years: we cannot but 
- look with Pleaſure and Delight at any Step; 
which may ſeem to tend, how remotely ſo- 
ever, to their Reſtitution to their own Land ; 
whether before or after their Converſion to = 
"Chriſtianity ; and we muſt ardently wiſh to 4 
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be Inſtruments of ſo en an . in 
the hands of the Almighty: I 
If this be true; what is to be Cad of thoſe, 
who do juſt the reverſe; who, becauſe God 
| hath ſaid, the Jews ſhall be a Curſe ; conceit 
themſelves to be juſtified, in curfing them: 
yet, although the fame God hath ſaid, they 
_ ſhall be 7g/fored; will not hear of their Reſto- 
ration with patience : who make it a Teſt of 
| Zeal for Chriſtianity, (ſurely a Zeal, not ac- 
cording-to Knowledge, or of a godly Sort ;) 
to revile ſlander and perſecute not the Jews 
only, but all whom they ſuſpe&t of that 
- Good-will toward the Jews ; which every 
honeſt Man, but eſpecially every ſincere 
Chriſtian, ought to have for All men, without 
exception ! We need fay no more, I wiſh we 
- cou'd ſay better, of them; than what our 
Lord ſaid of his furious Diſciples, the ſons 
cc of Thunder; They know not, what manner 
of Spirit they are of : they conſider not, that 
they are for introducing the moſt juſtly ab- 
horred principle of genuine Popery, into the 
reformed and Proteſtant Church; of which 
they boaſt themſelves Members. God grant 
them a better Mind! or, to conclude with 
the utmoſt Propriety, borrowing the dying 
Prayer of our bleſſed Saviour for his Mur- 
derers; 
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derers:· F ather, forgive them: for they 
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HOUGH Lan Alea ETD to ks any 
man, who (Idare ſay) calls and thinks

I find no ſuch ſtuff in 
Scripture. The Reply, to fo much as I can 
comprehend, is this: If God has declared, 
by his Prophets, the Jews ſhall be a Reproach 
and a Hiſſing, &c.; this denunciation daes 
not authorize Chriſtians to reproach and hifs 
them: while the declaration of the ſame God; 
that they ſhall be Reſtored ; does authorize 
any Chriſtian State to ſhew them Favor and 
Kindneſs. God will execute both his Pro- 
miſes and his Threats ; in fuch a way and by 
ſuch inſtruments, as He thinks fit: but what 
good man wou'd not dread being the Inſtru- 
ment of His Vengeance, and wou'd not un 
to be that of His Mercy; uncall'd to either; 
but by the principles in him that are truely 
Godlike, and incline him to an univerſal good- 
V/ wg to the whole race of Mankind ! 

. For the reafon laſt mentioned, it 7s 
15 materia to all good Chriſtians ; that the 
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Jeus ſhou'd be put in a way of Converſion: 
and God forbid, they ſhou'd ever be under 
an Incapacity of becoming Chriſtians | Your, 
words imply this; but I am very ſure, You 
did not mean they ſhou'd. 

12 and 13. You again beg the Queſtion ; - 
notwithſtanding which unfair advantage, your 
Reaſoning is evidently fallacious : for an In- 
cavacity of being naturalized at all, and an 
Incapacity of bearing any ſhare in the civil 
Government, but on certain conditions; are 
two very different things. If every Je in 
the kingdom were naturalized, he wou'd ſtill 
remain under the other Incapacity. N. B. I 
do not find the word IOppreſſion] in either 
of the Qs. here ſaid to be anſwered. 

14. The Q, doth not pretend to ſtate, 
what the Jews want; of which neither You 
nor I are competent Judges. But this An- 
{wer is ſo uncharitable, in a caſe the Anſwerer 
cannot know; and ſo falſe, in a caſe he may 
and cught to know; that I care not to make 
the proper Reply to it. 

15. In an Age, when Chriſtianity | is ſo pre- 
valent; and the common Voice of the People 
is on the ſide of Religion, and moſt loud 
againſt Jeriſh Infidelity; I am very clear, 
no ſuch Danger can ariſe.
